DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejactions - 35 USC § 102 

1 . Tke following is a quotation of tke appropriate paragrapks of 35 U.S.C. 102 tkat form 

tke tasis for tke rejections under tkis section made in tkis Office action: 

A person skall te entitled to a patent unless - 

tke invention was patented or descrited in a printed publication in tkis or a foreign country or in puLlic use or on 
sale in tkis country; more tkan one year prior to tke date ol application lor patent in tke United States. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(t) as teing anticipated Ly USP 
5;668,102 to Severns et al. (kerein referred to as "Severns"). 

Severns teackes a compound tkat emkraces tke instantly claimed compound (col. 6, lines 
27-33). Wken n=l; R=Ci-C4 straigkt or krancked alkyl or an aryl group; R'2=kydrogen; 
R"2=straigkt or krancked alkenyl; and R"'3=4 carkon straigkt or krancked alkyl, tke compound 
reads on tkat instantly claimed. Tke compound may ke eitker a cis or trans isomer (col. 7, lines 
53-55). Tke disclosed composition is a perfumed fakric softener composition (akstract; col. 3, 
lines 23-28). Tke compound may ke utilized in an amount of 0.1-15% ky weigkt wkick would 
inkerently render a fruity-green odor. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 5/21/2003 kave keen fully considered kut tkey are not 
persuasive. 

4. In response to applicant's argument tkat tke references fail to skow certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted tkat tke features upon wkick applicant relies (i.e., allylic alcokol) 
are not recited in tke rejected claim(s). Altkougk tke claims are interpreted in ligkt of tke 
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specification, limitations from tke specification are not read into tke claims. See In re Van 

Geuns, 988 F.2tl 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant furtker contends tkat tke compound of Severns is used as a fragrance dekvery 
compound ratker tkan conferring its own odor. However, since tke compounds of Severn are tke 
same as tkat instantly claimed, tkey would inkerently possess tke akility to render its own fruity- 
green odor. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated tke new ground(s) of rejection presented in tkis 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
